|lk>rt. And yet. notwithstanding this 
fact, the studehts expect us to put a. 
football team on the field! next fall. 
Naturally they are doomed to disap- 
pointment. for it is the 'height pf 
foolisliness to expect to be able to 
support a- football team -with such an, 
insignificant manifestation of college 
bpiiit as this. The, day pf miracles 
^ is psist and it would inde^ be a mir-' 
acle to produce a successful football 
team when only 10% of the students 
can bp Induced to support it. Are 
the ^students entirely devoid of the 
ooHege spirit, or are they only asleep? 
I certainly hope it is the latter, for 
then there is a chance of waking them 
up. But if they are really devoid of 
s^irH, then goodbye'' to Athletics in 
> George Washington. It would be 
■easier to produce a mountain out of 
a mole hill than to produce a really 
successful footbgll. or any other kind 
of team, with^the spirit that has so 
far been manifested. 

'1 have heard .several assertions 
that it is not poslMe to have all forms 
of athletics at George Washington, 
but I wish to assert that it is. IF 
THE STUDENTS WILL SUPPORT 
THEM AS THE STUDENTS OF 
OTHER UNiySRSITIBS SUPPORT 
THEIR ATHLETIC TEAMS. If the 
students will only get the SPIRIT, 
and as a whole, support athletics, it 
will be possible again to represent 
George Washington on the football 
field. And this is the crucial year. 
If sufficient interest in the revival of 
athletics cannot be aroused among 
the students this year to induce them 
to support the movement, we might 
as well throw up the sponge and say 
good night to athletics. The Univers- 
ity is id the best condition that it has 
ever been in, and everything else is* 
in favor of the revival of athletics.^ 
And yet, with an enrollment of over 
1.700, anly about 170 have so fkr re- 
sponded to the earnest sollcllation of, 
the few earnest workers.
